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Librarian’s Report 


Moultonboro Library has continued to serve the citi- 
zens of Moultonboro, permanent and seasonal, to the best of 
its ability. 


The past summer was the busiest on record, with over 
eight hundred more books being circulated in July and Aug- 
ust, than the previous year at the same period. It was again 
necessary to have an assistant and Virginia Price worked in 
July and August. 


The school library is in its sixth year with Mrs. Isabelle 
Behr in charge assisted by Mrs. June Visser, Although the 
library at the school is serving only six grades and it was 
nearly a month late starting in the Fall, 6347 books were 
loaned in 1964. It could well be a model for other small towns 
to serve their elementary schools. 


Memorial books were given in Memory of Maude Glid- 
den by Moultonboro Friends, Etta Horton and Harold Frye 
by Adele Taylor, Myra Gilman Bacon by Frances Courchene, 
Mildred Larson by Mr. and Mrs. Stewart Lamprey and Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Lamprey, These books are always welcomed. 
A memorial book brings a loved one to mind whenever it is 
read. 


This year Moultonboro Public Library received its first 
bequest in many years. Through the will of George French 
of Nashua, a gift of $100.00 was received, The French fam- 
ily has always been deeply interested in the library. 


The library was fortunate in receiving many fine gift 
books, Some of the donors were: Mr. and Mrs. Harry O. Ben- 
son, Mrs. Jay B. Nash, Mrs. George Richards, Mrs. Harold 
Monroe, Mr. and Mrs. Stuart Cooper, Mr. and Mrs. Stanley 
Heath, Moultonboro Woman’s Club. There were others, but 
space forbids their listing. 


The librarian has attended several State and Regional 
meetings which were very helpful. The State Library is of- 
fering more and more services to help small towns. This 
year with Wide Area Telephone Service (WATS), answers 
to reference questions are often received by telephone the 
next morning, 174 books were borrowed by mail for special 
needs from the State Library and 842 were loaned from the 
Bookmobile. If the Trustees of Moultonboro Library join the 
new Statewide Library Development Program, much more 
aid and assistance will be given to our local library.

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Forest Fire Warden’s Report 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record year of 
1963 in both length and severity. For the second successive 
year, we experienced a rainfall deficiency of more than ten 
inches and the compounding of such drought conditions, 
together with the many days of strong, dry winds, charac- 
terized 1964 as one of the most hazardous years in the past 
half century. Although our fire season was three weeks 
longer than that of 1963, the number of fires showed only 
a slight increase and more remarkable was-the fact that the 
area burned dropped from 2280 acres in 1963 to 900 acres in 
1964. Early detection and rapid response kept many potential 
fire disasters from becoming reality. We all owe a debt of 
gratitude to the men in this community who responded and 
fought our fires so efficiently. Our state in now 86% wood- 
ed and its economy — both industrial and recreational — is 
greatly dependent on this forest resource. The responsibil- 
ity for adequate fire protection of this great area — 4,- 
350,000 acres — is everyone’s responsibility and prevention 
is one of our most effective tools. 

Prevention is good common sense. 

Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you must 
burn, obtain a permit and watch your fire until it 
is dead out. 

2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep matches 
from young children. Explain to them the dangers 
of lighting matches and making outdoor fires. 

3. maa discarded smoking material and matches are 
out. 

A major portion of our preventable fires this year are 
chargeable to three causes: (1) permit fires allowed to es- 
cape; (2) children playing with matches; and (3) smokers. 
Let’s be mindful of the fact that all such fires endanger 
property and lives. 

We wish to thank you for your very fine cooperation 
during the past fire season and with your continued cooper- 
a ene are confident that we can improve our fire record
